1 . The amendment filed March 28, 2003 has been received and entered. 

2. Claims 1-13 have been cancelled. 

3. Claims 14-34 have been added. 

4. Claims 14-34 are currently pending. Please take notice of the election of species 
requirement beginning on page 3. To be fully responsive, applicant must fulfill this 
requirement. 

Election/Restrictions 

5. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 14-32, drawn to a phytopharmaceutical composition, classified in class 
424, subclass 725. 

II. Claims 33 and 34, drawn to a method of smoking cessation, classified in class 
424, subclass 725. 

The inventions are distinct, each fi-om the other because of the following reasons: 

Inyentions I and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP 
§ 806.05(h)). In the instant case the product can be used for a different purpose, such as using a 
composition containing phenylalanine to treat phenylalanine deficiency.

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 

6. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: 

A) a specific amino acid composition and 

B) a specific plant extract composition. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable.
